London, May 7.— The fate of the 
wom an’s suffrage bill was sealed by 
the votes of more than fifty Irish N a­ 
tionalists, who voted against it. 
The 
bill, whereby it was sought to enfran­ 
chise 6,000,000 women, was rejected 
by a m ajority of forty-seven; the vote 
stood 266 to 219. 
W hether there is any chance that 
the present parliam ent 
will pass a 
bill of more limited character m ay ho 
doubted. 
Possibly 
the 
Nationalists 
fear that if they allow a woman’s 
franchise bill to pass the second read­ 
ing it w ill lead to a parliam entary 
struggle, 
which 
would 
not 
unlikely 
end in the dissolution of parliam ent 
before the home rule bill becomes a 
law'. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
debate 
proved 
that the m ilitant policy of the suffra­ 
gists has done the cause great harm 
as far as parliam ent is concerned. 
The figures of the division, showing 
the defeat of the bill, were greeted 
with a great cheer from all sides of 
the house. 
N either Andrew Bonar Law, leader 
of the opposition, nor A. J. Balfour 
voted In the division. 
Among the min­ 
isters who voted against the bill were 
Prem ier Asquith, Reginald M cKenna, 
Lew is H aro 'u rt, J. E . B. Seely, W in ­ 
ston Spencer Churchill and C. E. Hob- 
house.

SERIOUS STRIKE 


RIOTS AT SYRACUSE 


Se ttle me nt ot Trouble Appears 


to Be in Sight. 


Syracuse, N. Y „ May 7.— Determined 
efforts are being made here to settle 
the strike of building laborers which 
developed a series of riots in which 
twenty-five persons, nine of them po­ 
licemen, were w'ounded. 
The strikers met with Cesare Scon- 
fetti, Italian consular agent at Roches­ 
ter, who came to Syracuse, and ap­ 
pointed a committee to wait on the 
employers, with a view of arbitrating 
the wage dispute 
The contractors 
have signified their willingness to have 
the m atter arbitrated 
Order was restored with the first 
negotiations for a settlement and the 
three local companies of state m ilitia, 
which had b»H»n called out during the 
riot, had nothing to do. 
The strike started 
last Thursday, 
when the demand of 2.500 laborers 
and hod carriers for increased wages 
was rejected 
In tiie riot the police took twenty- 
five prisoners, ten of whom were hurt, 
three 
seriously

policeman’s 
skull was fractured and his condition 
Is serious.

of the 
road’s iron ore properties just issued. 
W ith 430,021,773 tons of ore in sight 
and a straight down grade haul to the 
Head of the Lakes the Hill Interests 
threaten the supremacy of the great 
combine in Northern Minnesota. 
Added interest is given to the re­ 
port by the coming here of Carmi 
Thompson, 
former treasurer of the 
United States, to take charge of all 
the Hill ore properties. 
It Is believed 
that ho will head the operating forces 
of the H ill interests and be the leader 
of the expected struggle with the great 
Steel corporation. 
W h ile the trustees are careful to 
avoid 
any direct 
announcement of 
their apparent intention to operate

they will pursue.

May Mine Ore This Year. 


Contracts have been entered into I 
for stripping the overburden of three 
of the leasehold properties, which con­ 
tain an aggregate of 28,123,445 tons 
of Iron ore.

In position to mine and sell some ore 
during the year 1913, a large amount 
In 1914 and an increasing output dur­

In connection w ith this question 
of paving I desire to call your a t ­ 
tention to Third avenue in N orth­ 
east Brainerd. 


This street was paved at a total 
cost of approximately 
$13,500 
of 
which $10,000 was paid by the ta x ­ 
payers upon th at street. 
The work 
upon this street has never been com­ 
pleted satisfactorily, and I recommend 
th at your body take th e necessary ac­ 
tion to remedy the defects. 
I refer 
directly to the conditions at the cor­ 
ners where the water stands after 
every rain and around which every 
person 
traveling along that street 
has to go, to the iucompleted curb­ 
ing and broken curbing, and to in­ 
completed approaches 
and 
broken 
approaches. 
The property 
owners 
along this street are endeavoring in 
every way to beautify this street and 
it is the duty of the city to co-oper­ 
ate and perform Bs p art of the work. 
in connection with the m ainten­ 
ance of paved streets, the question of 
sprinkling or oiling the streets is es­ 
sential, and the cost of odln g the 
streets should be thoroughly inves­ 
tigated. 
The condition of the district sower 
from the Fifth ward emptyng into 
the general sewer, where the district 
sewer for some distance Is an open 
s 'w e r is detrimental to the health of 
citizens of Brainerd, and provisions 
should be made as quickly as possible 
for extending the general sewer, so 
th a t provision can be made for the 
completion of the district sewers for 
both Fourth and Fifth wards. 
The extension and construction of 
lateral sewers should be encouraged 
and carried forward by the council 
wherever possible, as one of the best 
means available towards improve­ 
ment of the health of our city. 


Public Utilities 
There are many questions of im­ 
portance that will come before your 
body at various times, but none are 
of greater importance than th e water 
supply of Brainerd. 
The source of 
B rainerd’s water supply 
has been 
repeatedly condemned, 
but 
merely 
condemning the present supply does 
not improve the condition and I rec­ 
ommend that the city council and 
water and light boa*! co-operate to 
tile fullest extent of their powers in 
an endeavor to secure un adequate 
supply of pure water. 
The extension of water mains and 
electric light lines to enable more of 
our citizens to enjoy the benefits of 
our two municipal enterprises should 
be encouraged in (every way possible.

In m any cases where 
the trees have become of sufficient 
height to interfere with the service 
of the water and light board it has 
become necessary to trim

cases almost ruin trees, in any event 
tile beauty of many trees has been 
spoiled in this 
manner.

mend that an effort be made towards 
securing the removal of electric light 
poles and wires to alleys. 
Parks. 
Brainerd has been making g rad u ­ 
al but effective progress in the im­ 
proving of his park system. 
The 
work of Improving Gregory park, has 
reached such a stage that I believe 
the question of parks in other parts 
of the city should receive the serious 
attention of the city. 
The question of th e opening of 
mines in southeast Brainerd leads me

secure a suitable site for a park in 
Fourth ward.
